Monuments 

• Modifying national monuments will restore public access; infrastructure upgrades, repair - , 
and maintenance; traditional use; tribal cultural use; and hunting and fishing rights on 
public lands.

• In a separate agreement with the state, this will result in a road connecting the fishing 
community of King Cove with an airport capable of handling jet aircraft used for medical 
evacuations, which will improve the health, safety, and quality of life for residents.
